Moſt luſt rious and moſt Reverend Lord , 
k LL my ſenſes are ſhaken together as often as I revolve the 


preſent bulineſs, neither doth my Underſtanding ſufhce, to 
conceive what Wind hath brought ſuch horrid things , thar 


they ſhould ſee the Sun-ſhine by me : for unexpectedly this good 


Man became known unto me, who when he had heard me 
diſcourling of theſe Scotch ſtirs, {aid , that I knew nor the Nerve 
of the bulineſs, that thoſe things which are commonly ſcattered 
abroad are ſuperficial. From that hour he every day became more 
familiar to me, who acknowledging my dexterity herein, with a full 
breaſt poured forth the burdens of his heart-into my boſom , ſuppo- 
ſing that he had diſcharged a burden of Conſcience wherewith he 
was preſſed. Hence he related to me theFactions of the Jeſuits , 
with which the whole earthly World was aſlaulted; and ſhewed , 
that I might behold how through their Poiſon , Bohemia nd Ger- 
many were devoured, and both of chem maimed with an irrepara- 
ble wound ; that the ſame Plague did creep through the Realms of 
England and Scotland, the matter whereof, revealed in the adjacent 
writing , he diſcovered to me: Which things having heard ; my 
Bowels were contracted together,my Loyns trembled with horrour, 
that a pernicious Gulf ſhould be/prepared for ſo many thouſands oi 
Souls: With words moving the conſcience, I inflamed the mind 
of the Man; he had ſcarce one hour concocted my admonitions. 


but he diſcloſed all the ſecrets, and he gave free liberty that I ſhould 


treat with thoſe whom it concerned , that they might be informed 


hereof. I chought no delay was to be made abour the things : The 
ſame hour I went to Sir WWillam Boſwell, the King's Leiger, ac che 
Hague, who being tied with an Oath of Secrecy ro me, | commu- 
nicated the buſtneſs ro him, I admonithed him to weigh thele 
things by the Ballance , neither to deler, bur a&t, that thoſe who 
were in danger might be ſpecdily fuccoured : He, as becomes an 
honeſt Man, mindful of his Duty , and having nearer looked inro 
the buſineſs, refuſed not to obey the Monitions. Mo:cover, he 
forthwith cauſed that an Exprels ſhould be diſpatched, and fenc 
word back again what a molt acceptable Oblation this had been to

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the King and your Grace for which we rejoyced from the heart . 
and we judged , thata ſafe and favourable Deity had interpoſed it 
ſelf in this buſineſs , whereby you might be perſerved.. 


Now thar the verity of the things related might be confirmed , 
ſome principal heads of the conſpiracy were purpolely pretermitted, 
that the knowledge of them might be extorred from the circum- 


vented Society of the Conſpirators. 


Now the things will be ſpeedily ana fafely promoted into act, 
it they be warily proceeded in at Bruxels. By my advice, that 
day ſhould be obſerved wherein the Packet of Letters are diſ- 
patch'd, which under the "Title of, 'To Monſieur Strario 4rch-Deacon 
of Cambray , tyed with one cover, are delivered to the Poſt-Ma- 
fer; ſuch a Packet may be lectetly brought back from him, yet it 
will be unprofitable , becaufe all the incloſed Letters are written 
Characteriſtically. Likewiſe another Packer coming weekly from 
Rome , which is brought under this ſuperſcription, To the moſt Tlu- 
ſtrious Lord Count Roſſetti , Legar for the time; thefe are not to be 
neglected : 'Fo whoth likewiſe Letters writ in the fame Characters 
are included. "Thar they may be underſtood, Reade is to be con- 
ſulred with. The foxenamed 'day of diſpatch fhall be expedted : 
In Reade's Houſe an accumulated congregation may be circumven- 
red; which ſucceeding, it will be your Graces part to order the 
bulinels. The inteſtine enemy being at'length derefted by God's 
Grace, all bitterneſs of mind, which is cauſed on either fide may be 
aboliſhed , buried in oblivion, deleted and quieted , the enem 
be invaded on both parts :: Thus the King and the Kings Friend , 
and both Kingdoms neer to danger , ſhall be preſerved and deli- 
vered from eminent danger. 


Your Grace likewiſe may have this injunction by you , if you 
defire to have the belt advice given you by others, That you truſt not 
overmuch to your Purſevints , for ſome of them live under the ſtipend of the 
Popiſn Party. How many Rocks, how many Scilla's, how many 
dilpleaſed Charybdes appear before your Grace, in what a dangerous 
Sea , the Cock-boat of your Graces life, next to Shipwrack , is 
rotied, your ſelf may judge ; the Fore-deck of rhe Ship is ſpeedily 
ro b2 driven to the Harbour.

Of che firſt Order are Ecclefiaſticks, whoſe Office it js to * 


take care of things promoting Religion. 

Of the ſecond Order are Politicians, whoſe Office it is by any 
means to ſhake, trouble, 'and reform the ſtate of Kingdoms and 
Republicks. pe 4 

Cf the third Order are Seculars, whoſe property it is to obtrude 
themſelves into Offices with Kings and Princes, tro infinuate and 
immix themſelves in' Court buſineffes, bargains and fales, and to be 
buſied in civil affairs © 

Of the fourth Order are 'Intelligencers, ( or Spies ) men of 
inferiour conditfon, who ſubmic themſelves to the ſervices of great 
men, P rinces, Batons, Noble-men, Citizens, to deceive ( or corrupt ) 
the minds of their maſters, | | 

2. A Society of ſo many Orders , the Kingdom of England 
nouriſheth : for” fearce all Spain, France, and Italy, can yieid fo 
Treat a multitude of Feſuits, as London alone; where are found 
more than 50 Scotiſh Feſuits. There the ſaid ſociety hath ele&ed 
ro it ſelf a Seat of iniquity, and hath, conſpired againſt the King , 
and the moſt faithful eo the King, eſpecially the Lord Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and likewife againſt both Kingdoms. 

For it is more certain than certainty ic ſelf, that the fore- 
named ſociety hath determined to effe& an univerſal reformation 
of the Kingdom of England and Scotland. Therefore the derer- 
mination of the end, neceſfarily infers a determination of means 
ro the end. 

4. Therefore to promote the undertaken Villany, the ſaid 
ſociety dubbed ic ſelf with the Ticle of, The Congregation of 
propagating the Faith; which acknowlegeth the Pope of Rome 
che Head of the College, and Cardinal Barbarini his ſubſticute 
and Executor. 


5. The chief Patron of the ſociety at London, is the Popes 


Legat, who rakes care of the buſineſs; into whoſe boſom, theſe 
dregs of Traytors weekly depoſite all their Intelligences. Now 
the refidence of this Legation was obtained at London in the name 


of 
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of the Roman Pontift, by whoſe mediation it might be Jawful 
for: Cardinal. Barbarini to work ſo much the more eaſily andiſafcly 
apon the King and Kingdom. For none elſe could fo freely 
circumvent the King , as he who. ſhould be palliated with the Popes 
Authority. 

6. Maſter Cuneus did at that time enjoy the Office of the Popes 
Legat, an Univerſal Inſtrumenc of the conjured ſociety, and a 
ſerious Promorer of the buſineſs, whole ſecrets, as likewiſe thoſe 
of all other Intelligencers, the preſent good man, the Commu: 
nicator of all thele things, did revive and expedice whither the 
buſineſs required, 

Cuneus fer upon the chief men of the Kingdom, and Jett nothing 
unattempted , by what means he might corrupt them all, and 1a- 


 cline them co the pontifician party : he inticed many with various 


incitements, yea, he ſought to delude the King him(clt with gifts of 
Pictures, Antiquities, Idols, and of other vanicies brought from 
Rome, which yet would prevail nothing with the King. 

Having entred familiarity with the King, he is often requeſted 
at Hampton Court, likewile at London, to undertake the Cauſe of 
the Palatine , and that he would interpole his Authority, and by 
his 1nterceſlion perſwade the Legat of Colen, that the Palatine, 
in the next Dier to treat of peace, might be inſerted into the 
Conditions ; which verily he promiſed , but performed the con- 
trary. He wiit indeed, that he had been ſo deſired by the King 
concerning ſuch things, yet he adviſed that they ſhould nor be 
conſented ro, leſt peradventure it might be ſaid by the Speriard, 
thac the Pope of Rome had patronized an heretical Prince. 

In the mean time, Crneus ſmelling from the Archbiſhop, moſt 
truſty co che King, thae the Kings mind was wholly pendulous 

or doubttul,) Reſolved, That he would move every ſtone , 
and apply his forces, thar he might gain him to his party : Cer- 
rainly confiding , that. he had a meaus prepared. For he had 
a command to offer a Cardinals Cap to the Lord Archbiſhop 
in the name of the Pope of Rome, and that he ſhould allure him 
alſo with bigher promites, thac he might corrupt his fincere mind. 
Yet a fitting occaſion was never given, whereby he might inſinuate 
himſelf into the Lord Archbiſhop. Free acceſs was to be gained 
by the Earl] and Counteſs of A—— likewiſe Secretary WW 
The interceſſion of all which being negle&ed, he did flie the 
company or familiariry of Cxzexus, worſe than the plague 2 Re 
was likewiſe perſwaded by others of no mean rank , well known 


to him, neither yet was he moved. 


7. An= 
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+». Another alſo was aſlayed, who hindred acceſs to the deteftable 
wickedneſs, Secretary Cook, he was a moſt bitter hater of the Jeſuits, 
whom he intercepted from accel: to the King , he entertained many 
( of them) according to their deſerts, he diligently enquired into 
their fa&tions; by which means every incicement , breathing a 
magnectical (attra&tive) power to the Popiſh party, was ineffectual 
with him; for nothing was {o dear unto him, that might incline 
him to wickedneſs. Hereupon being made odious to the Patrons 
of the Conſpiracy , he was endangered to be diſcharged from his 
Office ; it was laboured for three years ſpace, and ar laſt obrained. 

Yer notwithſtanding there remained on the Kings part a knor 
hard to beuntied , for the Lord Arch-Biſhop , by his conſtancy, 
interpoſed himſelf as a moſt hard rock. 

When Cuneus had underſtood from the Lord Arch-Biſhops parr, 
that he had laboured in vain, his malice and the whole Societies 
waxed boyling hot : ſoon after ambuſhes began to be prepared , 
wherewith the Lord Arch-Biſhop together with the Kang fhould 
be taken. 

Likewiſe a ſentence is paſſed againſt the King (for whole lake 
all this buſineſs is diſpoſed) becauſe nothing is hoped from him 
which might ſeem to promote the Popiſh Religion ; but eſpecially 
when he Pad opened his mind , that he was of this opinion, Thar 
every one might be ſaved in his own Religion, ſo as he be an honeſt 
and pious man. 

8. To perpetrate the Treaſon undertaken , the criminal Execu- 
tion at Weſtminſter , cauſed by ſome Writings of Puritans, gave 
occaſion of the firſt Fire : which thing was ſo much exaſperated and 
exapoerated by the Papiſts ro the Puritans , that if it remained un- 
revenged, it would be thought a blemiſh to their Religion, The 
Flames of which Fire, the Scotch Book of Prayers increaſes , occa- 
lioned by it's alterations. | 

9. In this hear, a certain Scotiſh Earl, called Maxfield, if I 
miſtake not, was expedited to the Scots by the Popiſh Party ; with 
whom two other Scotiſh Earls, Papiſts, held correſpondency : He 
was to ſtir up the Peopletro Commotion , and rub over the injury 
afreſh , that he might enflame their minds, precipitate them to 
Arms, by which the hurtful diſturber of the Scotiſh Liberty mighr 
be ſlain. 

10. By this one labour, ſnares are prepared for the King ; for 
this purpoſe the preſent buſineſs was ſo ordered , That very man 
of the Engliſh ſhould adhere to the Scots; That the King ſhould 
remain inferiour in Arms, who (thereupon) ſhould be compelled 
ro 
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to crave aſſiſtance from the Papiſts, which yet he ſhould nor obrain , 
unleſs he would deſcend unto conditions , by which he ſhould per- 
mic Univerſal liberty of che exerciſe of the Popi/h Religion ; for ſo 
the affairs of the Papiſts would ſucceed according to their delire. 
To which conſent , if he ſhould ſhew himſelf more difficult, there 
{hould be a preſent remedy at hand. The King is to be diſpatched : 
' For an Indian Nur, ſtuffed with moſt ſharp Poylon, is kept in the So- 
ciety (which Cuneus ar that time ſhewed often to me in a boaſting 
manner) wherein a Poyſon was prepared for the King ; after the 
Example of his Father. 4 | 

11. Inthis Scottiſh Commotion , the Marqueſs of Hamilton, ofcen 
diſpatched to the Scots in the Name of the King , to interpoſe the 
Royal Authoricy , whereby the heart of minds might be mitrigated, 

returned notwithſtanding as often withour fruit, and without ending 
the Buſineſs : His Chaplain art that time repaired to us , who com- 
municated ſame things ſecretly with Cuneus. Being demanded of 
me in jeſt, Whether alſo the Jews agreed with the Samaritans? Cuneus 
chereunto anſwered ; Would to God all Miniſters were ſuch as he: 
 Whar you will may be hence conjequred. SC 

12. Things ſtanding thus, there arrived at:-London from Cardinal 
Richelieu , Mr. Thomas Chamberlaine , his Chaplain and Almoner, a 
Scot by Nation , who was to afliſt the College of the confederate 
Society , and ſeriouſly ro ſet forward the Bulineſs , to leave nothing 
unattempred , whereby the firſt heat might be exaſperated. For 
which ſervice he was promiſed the reward of a Biſhoprick ; He 
cohabited with the Society four Months ſpace; neither was it 
lawful for him firſt co depart, until things ſucceeding according to 
his wiſh, he might be able to return back again with good news. 

12. Sir Toby Matthew, a Jeſuited Prieſt, of the Order of Polttici- 
ans, a moſt vigilant man of the chief heads, ro whom a Bed was 
never ſo dear , that he would reſt his head thereon , refreſhing his 

Body with ſleep in a Chair for an hour, or two, neither day nor 
night ſpared his Machinations ; a Man principally noxious, and 
himſelf the Plague of the King and Kingdom of England ; a moſt 
impudent man, who flies to all Banquers and Feaſts, called or not 
called ; never quiet, always in a&ion and perpetual morion ; 
thruſting himſelf into all Converſations of Superiours ; he urgeth 
Conferences familiarly , that he may fiſh out the minds of Men); 
What ever he obſerverh thence , which may bring any commodity, 
or diſcommodity to the part of the Conſpirators , he communicates 
tothe Pope's Legat ; the more ſecret things he himſelf writes to the 

Pope, or to Cardinal Barbarin. - he adjoins himſelf to

#10y;. and in reference to Condition, Quality, Religion, and Motive, the Con- 
ſpirators the very ſame. From whence it follows, that there is ao ſuch Im- 
probability of the Late diſcoverd P.LOT, as the Papiſts would. have us believe. 
An ill Name is half a Conviction ; Quo ſemel eſt. imbuta recens, & naturanz ex- 
pellas furca licet, are the Jeſuits Morals: Phot; Contrivance, and Cruelty are 
ſo much the Eſſential Attributes of Feſwuitiſm, as if like ſo many Rowmwluſſes and 
Remuſſes they had ſuckt the Milk of Wolves. rather than of Chriſtian Mothers, 
that when you hear of Plots and Deſizxs againſt Kings and Princes, you may be 
aſſur'd what ſort of Cyc/qps were the Forgers of ſuch Confpiracies. 

Neither is this bare Alleg ation, *but Matter of Fact, there being nothing more 
frequently taught, nor more frequently practis'd, than the rebellious Principles 
of the Jeſuits and their Adherents. How abominably the Reigns. of ſeveral, of 
our Princes here in Eng/ana has been peſter'd with this Generation of Yipers and 
Blood-ſuckers , the Penal Statutes ofthe Kingdom, and the utter Expulſion of 
the Popiſh Priefts and Jefaits out of the Nation, are convincing Evidences. And 
as to their Behaviour in other Countries, take this following Account. |

T Hoever ſhall Compare the before-recited P LOT againſt King 
Charles the Firſt, of Glorious Memory, with that againſt His

That Rebellious League of the G#r/zes againth Hewry the Third of France, was 
carried. on and promored by the Feſurts, both ar- Paris and other places: Inſo- 
much, that when the League got ſtrength and began ro appear, the Feſaits 
making a-wrong uſe of their Power of Confeſſing and Ablolving, would Ab- 
ſolve none that profeſſed themſelves obedient Subjects to the King, This un- 
fortunate Prince was not only harrals'd and tormented by this Villanous and

coming the Mouth of a:Devil, than of a Vicar of Chriſt, | 
After him Heary the Fourth was firſt attempted by Barrier, exhorted and 
confirm'd in the lawfulnels of the Fact by FYaraga the Jeſuit, and others of the 
ſame Gang. Secondly by Jehn C aftel,, ar the Inftigation of Gueret and Guig- 
zard, both Feſwits : And Francs Verona the feſuit, publiſht an Apology in vindi- 
cation and juftification of the Fact: And laſtly, murder'd our-right by Francs 
Ravaillac a great Diſciple of the Jefwizs, And for no worle Pranks than theſe, 
they were baniſhed our of Fraxce by Decree of Parliament , As Corrapters of 
Youth, Diſturbers of the public Peace, and Enemies tothe King and Kingdom, 'Truly 
very honourable Characters for thoſe that pretend to be of the Society of 
efus. . 
, The YFenetians expell'd them upon this occaſion : The Senate obſerving that 
the Ecclefiaſtics, eſpecially the Jeſuits, began ro engrofs Lands and Houſes of 
rheir Territories under the pretence of Legacies,to the great damage of the Pub- 
lic Income, thought ir convenient to pur a ftop to this Jeluitical Engrofiment , 
and provide by Law that Eccleſiaſtical Perſons ſhould not poſlels all che Tem- 
work Eftares 1n their Territories to themſelves, bur give leave for others to 
thare with them, it being pony againſt rhe Conſtitution of their Order, 
and the Inſtirution of Chrift their Founder. TFhe Jeſuits took this in great 
dudgeon, and wrote to Pope Pau! the Fifth about it, | 
The Vezetiazs being ſummon'd to anſwer , would not relinquiſh their Right, 
Proreſting withal, that they had the Supreme Juriſdidion in their own Terri- 
tories, and conſequently to make Laws ; and that the Pope had norhing to do 
with them in thoſe Matters. Upon which Anſwer, the Pope thunders out 
his Excommunication. The Duke-and Senate by public Decree CO the 
XCOm- 
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Excommunication as unjuſt and invalid ; which done, they call the whole 
Body of their Clergy, and to "them declare haw Afﬀairs ſtood. The elder torr 
take part with the Commonwealth, and maintain the Argument againſt the 
Pope in writing, among” whom Pauls Venetus was molt eminently Signal : 
The Jeſwts not enduring the: kneeneſs of his Reaſons, hire two ARaufrans, rand 
upon the fifth of October, 1607. ſet them to aſlaſſinate Paulus Venetwe.,, who 
thinking they had done his work. left him for dead,. and fled away. This: was 
ſomething near Sir Edyzunabury Goafreys Caſe. The Senate hearing this, by anew 
Law baniſh the Feſuzrrs for ever but of their Territories, and cut them off: from 
all hope of ever returning : And this was their Fortune in Yezzce. 2 OR 
Ia the year 1609. the Bohemians made a Complaint to the Emperour againſt 
the Feſuits, for the fame Encroachments of which the Yencrtians had accuſed 
them before, deſiring of Ceſar that they might no longer be permitted to tranl- 
fer and tranſlate.into their own poſleſſion ſuch ample Patrimonies, under pre- 
tence of Donations and Legacies, as they-did continually. Of which' when 
the Emperour took little notice, they were by the Bohemzar States themſelves 
in the year 1618. utterly expelled out of .that Nation for ever, with theſe 
Characters : 1. That they were lavith Waſters of the Public Peace and Tran- 
quility of the Nation. | 2, That they endeavour'd toſubje all Kingdoms and 
Nations to the Power of the Pope, 3. That they did nothing but ſet the Ma- 
giſtrates together by the Ears. 4. That they made: particular Advantage of 
Confeſſions, to thedeſtruction of the people: with many other Crimes of the 
ſame nature. > TEES 

The ſame year they were expell'd out of Moravia for the ſame Reaſons ; and 
the next year out of Hargarzia for the ſame Cauſes. In: S:leſia alſo a Decree 
was made, Thar the Jeſu:ts ſhould not enter that Province upon pain of Deathz 
as being the onely means to preſerve peace in the Nation, 3 

As to other Yillanies in Poland, a Polonian Knight, himſelf a Papilt, in an O- 
ration by him made in a full Aſſembly of the Poloniar Nobility, declares, That 
Cracow the moſt Famous City of Poland, and Ornament of the Kingdom, was 
ſo plagu'd by the Feſwirs, that ſeveral good men, though Catholicks, affirmed, 
That they. would rather live in the Woods among wild Beaſts, than abide in 
the City. Onetime among the reſt, theſe Jeſuits having brought their Con- 
ſpiracy to perfection, brake into the moſt ancient Monument of Antiquity in 
the City, and to the great danger of the whole City,: ſet it on Fire, as being 
granted to the Evargelics by Conſent of the King, and States of the Kingdom. 

In Poſnanias another great City of the ſame Kingdom, they ſet Fire on the 
Church belonging to thoſe of the 4ugu/#ar Confeſſion, and committed ſo.many 
Inſolencies without Controul, that the Nobility refus'd to meet at the Dyct 
ſhortly after to be held at Warſaw, reſolving to repair further off to Lubliz, for 


the redreſs of theſe Mildemeanours. Neither indeed was there any thing more 


grievouſly burdenſom to that Kingdom than the Pride and Avyarice of thoſe 
Miſcreants, | 8 

In Muſcovy,, upon the Death of the Great Duke Baſilowich, the Jeſuits ſet up 
one Demetrius againſt the lawful Heir, wha had made them large Pro- 
miſes, if he obtain'd the Dukedom. Thereupon by the help of thele Jeſuits, 
the ſaid Demetriws gets Aid from the King of Polayd, which was not onely 
the Occaſion of a great War in 2#ſcovy, but had like to have coſt them the 
Alteration of their Laws, and loſs of their ancient Cuſtoms and Priviledges, 
had they nor prevented it by a deſperate Attempt upon the Impoſtor, and pur 
him to Death ; ſurrounded with Impoſtors and Jeſuits.

By their Contrivance alſo Srephen Porski, Prince of Trayſilvania, oppoſing 
their Bloody Set, was put out of the way, as they call it, by Poyſon, in the

: In Styria and Carinthia, Provinces of Germany, they never left till they had 
voided thoſe Provinces of all the Inhabitants of the Reformed Religion. 

In Holland, they never left till they ſaw the Blood of i/1:a» Prince of Orange, 
ſpilt by the trayterous Hand of Baithaſar Gerard, a Burgundian and Diſciple of 
their own. 

The ſame Attempts did Petey de Tour, and other Ruffians make upon the per- 
ſon of Maurice his Son, a brave and Martial Prince, and all at the Inſtigation 
of the Jeſwits, thoſe 1nſatiable Sons of BLOOD and PERDITION.

pr, then no Corner of Europe has bcen free from the Plots and Conſpira- 
cies of theſe Jeluitical Fiends,it would bea kind of Crime and ſleepy Deler- 
tion of our own Safety, to ſuffer our ſelves to be charm'd by the Deluſions of 
inſinuating Libels and Rumors of Presbyterian Plots, to miſtruſt the Truth of 
the continwd Jeſuitical Contrivances againſt the Kingdom. Neither can they be 
thought the beſt Subjects of E2/ana,who are fo willing to Gratifie the Poprſ 
Party, by giving Credence to ſuch idle Surmizes which they can have o little 
ground to believe, The Jeſuits have committed a great piece of /7/azy in this 
Nation ; they have attempted the Life of the King, and have been Plotting to 
ſubvert the Eſtabliſhed Religion of the Kingdom, and now they would throw 
it upon the Presbyterians : Which 1s a Fourbery ſo plain, that common Senſe 
and Policy may ealily diſcover the full intent and meaning of it : And there- 
fore it 1s fairly to be hop'd, that neither Presbyterians, nor. any other Proteitant

But you will ſay, the Presbyterians are not accus'd of any Deſign to bring in 
Popery, but miraculouſly diſcover'd, as the Authors of a Plot to ſet up the 
Claſſes of their own Eccleſiaſtical Government, Well ! if it were ſo, they 
were the arranteſt Bunglers of Plotters that ever plotted Miſchief in this 
World : Forl do not find their Plot to be abovea years ſtanding ; And it was 
a Plot that was driven on out of pure Kindneſs to the Papiſts. For the Presby- 
teriazs underitanding that the Papi (their /zcarnate Enemies) were under a 
Premunire, as being accuſed of Treaſon and Conſpiracy againſt the KING and 
Kingdom ; They therefore would needs enter into a Plot, which they would 
ſo order as to be diſcover'd a Twelve-month after, to eaſe the Papiſts of the Load 
they groan'd under. So that as conſidering the time, 1t fell out moſt con- 
foundedly unluckily, that the Presbyterians ſhould conceal this Plot from the 
Papiſts, till ſo many good, honeſt, pious and loyal Prieſts of Baal, and Sons of 
Belial were hang'd, which would never have been done, had there been the 
leaſt Inkling given of the XMeal-Twb in ſeaſon. But when the Names of the 
Perſons came to be ſeen that were to be Actors in this Presbyteriaz Tragedy, then 
to the Laughter of the whole World, there never appear'd ſuch a Dow-bak'd 
Plot out of a Meal-Tub ſince the Creation, to bring ſo many Great Mea plot- 
ting againſt their own proſperity and enjoyments; fo many wile and 
politic States-men, by whom the Nation has been ſo long ſteer'd, to be Plot- 
cers and Conſfpirers againit their own Preſervation. Theſe are Plots of ſuch a 
ſtrange Nature, that if they could be thought reall, they would occaſion the 
unhinging of the whole Frame of Order and Government, while it were im- 
poſhible for Honour, Probity, and Reputation to remain upon the Earth. Obe- 


dience and Allegiance to Government are grounded either upon Religion, or 


Moral Vertue ; or if theſe two fail, there is a neceſſity which obliges the ordi- 
nary fore-ſight of Prudence. 

Againſt theſe Ambition or Revenge are the only Combatants ; but neither 
Ambition nor Revenge can bear ſo great a {way in perſons that underſtand the 
Iatrigues 6f Policy, or the more myſterious management of Prudence, as to 
delude them into Plots and Confpiracies where there is no proſpe of a ſecure 
Change.. The Presbyterians are a fort of people wary and deliberate : Neither 
are their Tenents, which had their riſe and beginnings from men whom the 
Papiſts themſelves confels to have been men of great Learning, Eloquence, and 
Exemplary Lives , of that Crimſon Conſtitution, as to prompt them to lay 
the Foundations of their Hierarchy in Blood and Maſſacre ; or fo deeply to 
wound the Reputation of the Proteſtant Religion, by the clandeſtine Treachery 
and ſecret Contrivances of Diſloyalty. For as for that Deſign of the Huzzencts 
under Francis the Second, King of France, of which the Prince of Code , and the 
Admiral Coligzz were ſaid to be Chief, that was no Deſign againſt the Life or 
Perſon of the King, but againſt the exorbitant Pride of the Guzſes, Duke and Car- 
dinal, who were at the ſame time Papi/ts,and were themſelves contriving to take 
away the Life of the young King, and tranſlate the Royal Dignity into their 
own Family. Neither could the Civil Wars of France be faid to be the Re- 
bellion of the Hugonets : But a War of the Queen. Regents, and the two Guiſes 
own weaving, while they all ſtrove.to preſerve their own Authority. And the 
Queen Regent her ſelf was the firſt that caus'd the Prince of Conde to take Arms, 
as fearing the Guiſes would wreſt the Government out of her hands, by recom- 


and 
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.and the Kingdom. Nay they were fo far from being Rebels to theit King; 
that they joyn'd with the C atholrques for the Recovery of Havre out of the hands 
of Queen Elizabeth, who had been their Friend : And though the Admiral and 
Danaelot were. not at the Siege, for fear of being taxed by the Queen of Ingra- 
titude, yet they ſent both their Forces and Friends. Some indeed juſtly de- 
{crved to be blamed for the violence of their Condud@ in the late Wars ; bur it 
1s a Queſtion, of which ſome make no doubt, whether thoſe Violences were nor 
occaſion'd by the Papiſts 1n Maſquerade, who well knew how to intermix them- 
ſelves both in their Counſels and Actions, whether they did not ftand behind 
the Scene and promptthoſe Sons of Jehu? Whether they did not pour Oyl up- 
on thoſe Flames 2 Por it appears that the Presbyterians ( if Names of diſtinion 
may be us'd among people of the ſame Religion) were the firſt that relented, 
as 1s evident by VYores of Addreſſes, and their Treaty at the Je of Fight, not 
broke off by them, but by One that was playing his own Game, and medita- 


ting thedeſtrution both of his Sovereign and them too: Who having made 


his Exzr, they then confidered what 11] Phaefons they had been before, and 
return'd the moreskilful phz6bs the Reins of his Chariot again. But that you 
may know that *tis an old Dog-trick of the Papifts to play the Devils Incarnate, 
and lay their moſt wicked Actions upon the Innocent ; I will repeat this 
ſhort Story out of one of the choiceſt Frexch Hiſtorians, and a Catholique to boot. 
The Qzseez Regent of France having long defign'd the Deſtryction of the Pro- 
teſiants in France, and of all the chief Heads of the reformed Religion, and a- 
mong the reſt of Admiral Coligni, the Life and Soul of the whole Party, projets 


the Execution, with the Affiſtance of the Duke of A-jou, the Counts of Tavares 
and Kaix, and the Chancellor Biragze , and eafily drew in the young King, 


whom they made believe that there was no ſafety ſo long as thoſe perſons were 
alive, and the young Guiſes were as ready as ſhe to revenge their Fathers Death, 
As for the King of Navar, they had ſoorder'dit, that he was to be marry'd at 
Paris at that time, and that brought the Prince of Conde to the City. But the 
Admiral more wary kept aloof, till the King had begun the War with Spaiz 
in the Low Countries, which the Admiral had fo paſſionately deſir'd, and of 
which the King and Queen Regent, had aſſur'd him the Management. Then 
he came an end, ſeeing the War begun, and two of his own Favourites, Noxe 
and Gewzlis, at the Head of ſome thouſands in F/anders. And theſe three Great 
Perfonages, the King of Navarr, the Prince of Conde, and the Admiral Co- 
ligni, brought ſuch Trains after them, as throng'd all Paris with the Flower 
of all the Proteſtant Nobility and Gentry of Frazce: Who being all thus with- 
in the Net, Orders were given to make a general Slaughter of all without di- 
ſtinction, excepting the King of Navarr, and the Prince of Conde. Hence pro- 
ceeded that Horrible Maſſacre in the Year 1572. which laſted for ſeven Days 
togethlie?, to the deſtruction of above 5000 perſons of all Ages and Sexes, and 
among theſe above 600 Perſons of Quality. 

After this Deluge of Blood, and that the Queen had ſent the Head of Coligzy 
Embalm'd as a Preſent to the Pope, the Qxeex Regent had contriv'd to lay the 
Load of all the committed Impiety upon the G#iſes, who were Captains of rhe 
Maſſacre, believing that the Monmoranxcies would certainly ſeek to revenge the 
Admirals Death upon them : So that while thoſe two Factions ruin'd and de- 
ſtroy'd one another, ſhe might have all the Power in her own hands, and rule 


according to her own Will. But the Guiſes being aware of this Deſign, and 


having the Catholique Nobility, the Duke of Monrperſier, and the Pariſians on 
their {ide, caus'd the Queen to change her Note; and thereupon ſhe caus'd 
the King to write abroad, That all was done to prevent rhe _—_— Con- 
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ſpiracy ofthe Admiral and his Confederates, againſh his Life and Royal Fa- 
mily. Thereupon there was a Court of Juſtice erected, wherein the Ad- 


miral was Condemn'd, and after they had murder'd him, Executed again in 


Effigies, his Goods Confiſcated , and his Children degraded : And the better 
to colour this, two poor innocent Gentlemen that had eſcaped the Maſſacre, 
were apprehended for ſaving their Lives, Briquemaut , and Armand de Co- 
vagnes, as his Accomplices, condemn'd to the lame -puniſhment , and exe- 
cuted accordingly. 

Thus what theſe did, our late Plotters would have done: We may then 
ſay to all Proteſtants in general, Felices Agricole ſua ſi bona norint, Happy would 
they be, would they but know their own ſtrength, Would they but make the 
right uſe of theſe wicked Contrivances of their Enemies, and laying aſide all 
froward Puuttil:o's of private Opinions, joyn unanimouſly againſt the common 
Adverſary, For if it be a 2ax:m falſly argu'd againſt, t hat Peace and Diverli- 


ty of Religions cannot be preſerved in the ſame Nation, as the Ambaſſadors of 


the Germaye Princes urg'd to Charles the Ninth of Frazce, much more truly 
May it be ſaid, "that lictle matters of difference between perſons of the fame 
Religion can be no impediment to their Union and Conformity, 

But further to clear the Diſſenting Proteſtants, T ſhall here add a perfect Nar- 
ration of the Management and Contrivance of the Jeſ#its, torender the greater 
part of the principal Men 1n this Kingdom, as well thoſe of the Church of 


England, as the Diſſenters, obnoxious.to the Government, thereby utterly . to 


ruin them and the Proteſtant Religion, which Defigz God of his infinite Goodneſs 
has been pleaſed to bring to Confuſion, and the Inſtruments thereof through

Thea the Earl anſwered, That he knew thar all he ſaid was falſe, for that if 
his Letters were made known toall the World, there would not be found Mat- 
ter ſufficient to endanger the leaſt Hair of his Head, much leſs to forny an Im- 
peachment. . Whereupon Dargerfield told him, Thar if that was his ordhips 
Opinion, he would take his leave ; and ſo departed, leaving his Lordſhip a 

little jealous of his Intentions. _ 

The Lady Pow#« would haveperſwaded him upon a Third Attempt, which he 
=. reſuling, ſhe ſtruck him gently ,on the Hand with her Fan, calling him Cow- 
| hearted Fellow, telling him, ſhe would do it her ſelf, but Mrs. Celler told her, 

that ſhould not be, for She would perform it. In order to which, the very 
| next day ſhe went armed with a Dagger, to wait upon his Lordſhip, who re- 
| ceived her very civilly ; but being made more wary than formerly, by Daxger- 

felas laſt carriage, he ſtrictly obſerv'd her, and perceiving her fumbling about 
| her Pocket, betwixt Jeſt and Earneſt, he clapt his hands upon hers, and there

daſht her out of Countenance ;. fo that ſhe departed withourattempriog further.

The Plot being: now ripe-for Execution, and Treaſonable Letters ready 
written, to be conveyed into the Cuſtody of ſuch Perſons they intended to Ac- 
cuſe, and two or more Witneſſes R_—_ to ſwear the Delivery and Receit 
J | of ſuch Letters or Commiſſions againſt every man 1n their black Liſt ; Dazger- 
' field under the Name of Themes , takes a Lodging in Ax-Tard in Weſtminſter, 
| (pretending himſelf a Country-Gentleman) where lay one Colonel Manſel, 
whoſe Chamber he ſoon made himſelf acquainted with, and therein conveyed 
about Nine or Ten of the aforeſgid Treaſonable Letters, ſuperſcribed to _—

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poſſible ſpeed. After his firſt diſappointment, they adviſed him to tell the 
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honeſt Gentlemen and Perſons of Quality, ſomeof which were Favourers of 
the Diſſenting Proteſtants: When he ha{ fo done, he informed ſome of the 
Officers belonging to the Cuſtom-Houſe, That in that Houſe there was con- 
cealed great Quantities of French-Lace, and other prohibired Goods, deſiring 
them the next Morning to bring .a Warrant with them - and ſearch the Houſe, 
which they promiſed. Ar Night he brought one Captain Bedford to lie with 
Him (as is ſuppoſed ) that he mighr be a Witneſs againſt the Colonel : Nexr 
Morning after the Colonel was gone forth, came 'the Officers to ſearch for pro- 
hibited Goods ; Daxgerfie/d was very officious in affilting them to ſearch the 
Colonel's Chamber, and at length from behind the Bed brings torth the before- 
- mentioned Pacquet of Letters z upon which, caſting his Eyes, and ſeeming ſur- 
prized, he cryed out, Treaſon, Theſe are all Treaſonable Letters , Whereupon 
the Officers carried them away to the Commiſhoners : But the Colonel coming 
in ſoon after, and being acquainted with all that had paſt in his abſence, found 
means to retrieve them again ; and when he had ſo done, he made ſome En- 
quiry after Dargerfield, of whoſe Quality being well informed, he carried the 
Letters to His Majeſty, with Proteſtations of his own Innocency, and Daxger- 
field's Villany. Whereupon on the 2 3. of Oober, the Council ordered Daxger> 
field tobe taken into Cuſtody by a Meſſenger, and after a full hearing of the 
Buſineſs before them, 0obeF, 27, they Committed him to Newgate, 


When Colonel Marſe! had thus detefted Daygerfield, the above-mentioued Captain Beds 
ford came in very generouſly of himſelf, and confeſſed ſeveral things he was privy to, amongſt 
which, one was, That this Dangerfield would have perfwaded him to ſwear that Sir Thomas 
Player:fpoke Treaſon, thereby te have taken away the Life of that honeſt Gentleman. . 

The Letters before-mentioned gave Light enough to 'perceive what the Deſign was the 
Papiſis were then contriving ; Whereupon Sir WilliamWaller” ( who has been all along very 
zealous in diſcovering the Prieſts, and their wicked Plots, notwithſtanding their Threats and 
Attempts to take away his Life ) underſtanding that Dwngeified uſed to lodpe 'at Mrs. Cet> 
hers, 'went thither on Wedneſday, Of#eb.29. to ſearch her Houſe ; and that he might leave 
no place unſearcht, he ordered a Tub of Meal to he emptied, which being done, at the Bot- 
tom thereof was found a little Paper-book tyed with red Ribbons, wherein was a Liſt of ſe- 
veral Perſons of Quality, and others, to the number of above 500. whom they deſigned to 
ruin by this their New Plot. They had ſet down his Grace the Duke' of Hommerh for Ge: 
neral ofthe Army'to be raiſed ; the Lord Grey, Lord Brandon and his Son, and Sir Thomat 
Armſtrong, for Lieutenant-Generals, Sir- William Waller and Mr. Blood for Major-Generals, 
&c.. the Dake of Buckingham, Lord Shaftsbury, Lord Eſſex, Lord Roberts, Lord Wharton, 
and Lord Halifax, were to have been accuſed for the chief Counſellors and Managers of this 
Plot. Many other things-were contained in theſe Papers, relating to the Management of 
their Deſign: Upon this Mrs. Celler was committed'to the Gatehouſe. ; 


Their Plot being now. ſufficiently laid open, Dargerfield ( notwithſtanding Mrs. Celliers 
Encouragemient to be conſtant and firmto the Catholick Canſe ) thought it time to confeſs the 
Truth, and being brought before the Right Honourable Sir- Robert Clayton Lord Mayor of 
London, on Friday Oftob.31.1679. he made a large Confeſſion, which held them fron Five 
of the Clock in the Afternoon, untill Two next Morning. Part whereof was, That he was 
ſent for to the Tower, whither he went in diſguiſe, where after ſome diſcourſe with the Lord 
Powis, the Lord eArundelasked him, If he werewilling to do any thing to advance his For- 
fune; to which he anſwered he would do any thing. Then the 'Lord Arundel asked him if 
he would kill the King for a. good Reward z, to which he replyed, He would, kill any body 
but the King, or his Royal Brother. That then the aforeſaid Lord asked him the ſame Que= 
ſtion aSain ; and he anſwered, No. Then ſaid the Lord Pows, No, no, my Lord Arundel 
does onely this to try you : But my Lord. ( continued he) what would you give him to kill 
the King? *Tis worth ( ſaid the Lord Arundel ) 20001. That then the Lord Powis 
fold him, he ſhould have 500 /. to kill the- Lord Shaftsbury. That Mr. Gadbury told bim, 
the Lords inthe Tower were angry with him, as alſo chiefly the Lord Caſtlemain, for that 
he would not kill the King, when he might eaſily do 420 and no hurt befall him, Thar here- 
| upoR 
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upon he asked Mr. Gadbury, How ao hurt ſhould befall him, when in his Opinion: it could 
be no leſs than Death ? To which Gadbury rypde anfwer, That he knew he might doit fafely, 
for at the Requeſt of the Lady Pows he had Calculated his Nativity, and that it was clear 
from thente. That the Lord Caftlemain very angrily askt him, Why he was ſo unwilling to 
do that for which he was releaſed out of Priſon; and fearing ſome miſchief from him, he left 
kim, and went and told Mrs. Cellier, that the Lord Caſftlemain was angry ; to which ſhe: re- 
plyed, That it was his cuſtom ta fall out one hour, and be good friends the next. That his 
Confeſſor Sherp told him he muſt do Penance for denying to ferye God, as the Scriptures 
taught. That he askt him, If they taught him to kill his King ? To which Sharp replyed, 
Yes, if he were condemn'd by them. That when he told the Lady Pow:s and Mrs. Cehier, 


. of having been alone with the King in his Cloſet; they both ſaid, What ar Opportunity have 


you loſt? And the Lady Powis added, How bravely might you have killed him, if you had been 
provided ! That he was ſent by the Lady Powis to Mr. Webb's at Petrerley in Buckinghamſhire, 
with a Letter direQed, For Mrs. Fean; which Mrs. Fea: he found to be a Prieſt in Womans 
Habit. That upon reading the Letter, Fean adminifſtred the Sacrament to him, obliging 
him thereby to Secrecy; and then gave him Papers containing a rough Draught of the. Plor 
againſt the Presbyterians, which he told him were to be drawn up into Particulars by the 
Lords in the Tower, and Mr, Neyi in the Kings-Bench. That Mr. Wood told him, The Lords 
in the Tower had conſulted, that before Mr. Oates wat Indiaed, ſomething ſhoulld be made 
appear of a Presbyterian Plot. That one Duadel bronght him 27 Letters, written.moſt by 


by Mr. Newil, which Mr. Turner the Lord Powis his Prieſt, defired ſome Cxrholiques might. 
Tranfctibe z whereupon Mrs. Celzer fent for Mr..Singe who wrote there about a Week. That 


the Contents of theſe Letters were, That there Buſmeſs went oy well here at Lond0n, . as the 
hoped theirs did inthe Conntry : That Conmuſſioners would ſhortly be ready; (mentioning in tome 
of theſe Letters the Names of divers Perſons of Quality ;, ) and that they would now be - their 
ewn Chooſers in Matters of Government, and uſe P apiSts as they pleaſed.
